GETTING HOTTER 


Dr. Cook is Given More Honors by 


Copenhagen University and Says 


He Can Prove Claims. 


Commander Peary is still at Battle Harbor. 
He is making slow 


progress southward toward North Sydney, Nova Scotia, from whence he 
will proceed to American ports. 
No further dispatches have come from 


him concerning the momentous controversy which has aroused Europe 
and America by his challenge of Cook's claim. 


Dr. Cook is at Copenhagen, the center of marked attention from dig- 


nitaries of the government and scientists of the world, but with diminish- 
ing prestige owing to the cloud overcasting his glory since Peary's an- 
nouncement and his dramatic challenge of Cook's exploit. 


What the corroborative data is on which the two explorers base their 


positions is still withheld, from Cook because of his determination to 
bide his own time in presenting his evidence, and from Peary because he 
Is still beyond the range of ready communication. 


Foreign comment as expressed by the London and other metropoli- 


tan journals, while still highly wrought with mingled enthusiasm and 
doubt, is beginning to be tinged with flippancy and scorn. The trend of 
this foreign comment appears to be against Cook, the prevailing view be- 
ing that Judgment goes against him by default, in non-presentation of his 
corroborative evidence. 
On the1 other hand his champions insist that all 


this will be forthcoming in due course and at the proper time. Concern- 
Ing Peary, the foreign attitude appears to be one of accepting 
without 


question his announcement that he had reached the pole.

The two Eskimos who accompanied Cook have become a factor in the 


, controversy. 
Dr. Cook has announced he will equip an expedition to 


Greenland at his own expense to find these men and bring them to civil- 
ization to record their testimony. 


SAYS HE CAN PROVE COOK FAKIR. 


Dresden, Sept. 9.—Professor Helm, of the Technical university of 


Dresden, is understood to have received a telegram from Herbert L. 
Bridgeman, secretary of the Peary Arctic club to the effect that Com- 
mander Peary Is bringing home thorough proofs to refute Dr. Cook's 
narrative. 
Peary also has with-him-an eye witness who will testify that 


Cook did not make the long journey he described, and that his scientific 
equipment did not contain an artificial horizon with which to take bear- 
In'gs, 


Professor Helm is at present absent from Dresden and cannot be 


reached for a verification of .this report. 


Copenhagen, Sept. 0.—The degree of. i 


Doctor Honoris Causa was 
conferred

upon Dr. • Frederick A. Cook by the 
University of Copenhagen -this alter- 
'noon in • the presence of the Crown 
Prince of Denmark and a.distinguished 
gathering. 


Prof. Torp, .rector of the university 


spoke of the admiration his achieve- 
ment had arouserl in the university 
and declared that, the news that an- 
other fanious explorer had -solved the 
same problem could in no way de- 
tract from the honor flue Dr. Cook. 


Will Furnish Complete Records. 
In' expressing his thanks, Dr. Cook 


said he accepted the honor as testi- 
mony of the genuineness of his jourr 
ne'y. He promised to send the univer- 
sity his complete records and he,.re- 
peated that it was his purpose to dis- 
patch a ship to Greenland to bring 
down the Ekimos who accompanied 
him in the expedition. In conclusion 
th.e doctor said: , 


"I can say no more. I can do no 


more; I show you my hands." 


The ceremony occurred in the great 


hall of the university in the presence 
of a company numbering 1,200 per- 
sons, including a number of scientists. 
When Prof Torp handed the parch- 
ment to Dr. Cook the explorer arose to 
reply, but he was unable to speak for 
five minutes on account of the con- 
tinued applause. 


Can Produce All Evidence] •

to go where no human being has ever 
set foot before. He declared that Den- 
mark and the United States would now 
be neighbors in the far north. Then 
warming up to his subject Prof. Torp 
said with enthusiasm that the Danish 
people not only admtrsd Dr. Cook for 
his deeds but also because he was an 
American. 


A crowd, of more than 1,000 persons 


that had congregated outside the ha'l 
cheered Dr. Cook as he left, and fol- 
lowed him to his motor car.

Sunday he suffered a serious relapse, due to ail attack of ncute indiges- 
tion, and he was unable to rally from the critical condition which then 
threatened his life. 
AVith him at the time of his death were all the mem- 


bers of his immediate family und T)r. Ijyle.

—W6 art not here against any lender, 
state or national—we are

against anybody and anything; for our 
•yes are turned toward the future— 
arid we are here to forward from this 
time' forth as best wo can the true in- 
terests of the democratic party. * 


"It is not for us here to determine 


official party policies—to adopt a polit- 
ical" piatfbffn—aping tho motions of a 
regUlar party convention—we are a 
co'Hfe'rence, not a convention. But we 
may with propriety formulate, discuss 
.and adopt a declaration of party prin- 
ciples—whloh 
will 
make 'clear 
the 


. foundation upon which we propose to 


act, and which 
may 
be 
useful in 


strengthening our party among 'Intelli- 
gent and right-minded men of pro-! 
gressive mind—men who are not sat- 
isfied with things 
as 
they are. 
In 


short, while we cannot speak authori- 
'tatlveiy for the party Itself, we can 


• say—in these fine words attributed to 


Washington when counsels of doubt 


. arid compromise 
were suggested in 


making our constitution—'Let us raise 
a standard to which the wise and the 
honest can repair; the event is In the 
hands of God.'" 


Judge Parker Speaks. 


In taking the gavel as temporary 


chairman 
Judge 
Alton B. Parker, 


among other things; said: 
; "We are here fnr no selfish purpose. 
This conference Is no place for the 
man whose ambition for high official 
station is greater than his desire to 


• render' a public service. It is the place 


fof patriotic men who are 'willing to 
make sacrifice for tho public good. 


"Arid who that has made a careful 


study of the political conditions of our 


• country cari doubt that the need of the 


hour Is the upbuilding of a party so 
fundamentally sound in its principles 
and so clean In its leadership that the 
people will select it as the Instrument 
to drive from place and power the

has 
seated 
its money- 


changers in the temple of liberty, 


where they have bought 'and sold the 
privilege of collecting from the people 
In one form or another the riches In 
which they riot."

f-ulogized Tllden, Cleveland, Seymour 
ami 1-1111 as great leaders of the New 
York democracy and then with these 
words concluded his address: 


"It would bo dlfllcult to exaggerate 


tho service which these men havo ren- 
dered to their country. 
Not ono of 


them sought public place for the pur- 
pose of acquiring or using merely per- 
sonal power, or permitted party to 
smother patriotism. 
Their achieve- 


ments are the heritage of their state 
and.country, but tho great party or- 
ganization through which they worked 
has duties in<l obligations which can- 
not bo mi-t or satisfied by mere llp- 
servlce. It demands not only recogni- 
tion, but constant watchfulness, study 
of new conditions and a conquest of 
abuses both new and old in form and 
operation, and it behooves us as earn- 
est and true democrats to realize tho 
debt we owe to our predecessors and to 
resolve that their labor shall be so car- 
ried forward as both to recognize our 
obligations to the past and to antici- 
pate the needs of the present and the 
future." 


Mr. Shepard's Remarks. 


Hon. Edward 51. Shepard, the per- 


manent chairman, spoke in part as fol- 
lows on assuming direction of the con- 
ference: 


"Let us make the democratic party 


strictly democratic, truly and impar- 
tially representing all that Is useful 
and self-supporting 
in every trade, 


business, profession or calling, nnd in 
every degree of honest fortune or suc- 
cess. For we know that the laws and 
economy of nature and the laws and 
institutions of this land bind, or ought 
to bind, together all citizenship on the. 
basis of equal right and privilege, cit- 
izenship which should neither be ob- 
sequious to honest success or justly 
earned wealth, nor hate thee?, but ask 
all men openly and according.to their 
several gifts to contribute to political 
and public service their full share out 
of their gifts or what their gifts.have 
honestly brought them. , 


"The future belongs to the democrat- 


ic party if it shall be wise anil loyal to 
itself, for we have inherited and \Vc 
hold the true faith. 
Wo cannot, in- 


deed, even within our party, all agree 
upon every article and detail of the ap- 
plication of that faith. Every on'C 
1 of 


us will probably dislike some or sev- 
eral • conclusions of our party major- 
ity. But If. in the net, the democratic 
faith Is better observed by our party 
than in any other, let us then he loyal 
for the time, and, where our associates" 
are mistaken, seek to bring them to a 
better mind. May then this conference 
help the democratic party o£ this state 
to make its faith good in works—in 
works, I mean, which really fit the 
fiiith; in works which will in the years 
to come bring the party success at the 
polls for many an election; success 
which will be great and abiding be- 
cause It is deserved—success which 
will be glorious because useful to the 
American people."

Bridge Question Put Tip to 


Traction Men by the 


Council. 


General Manager .C. D. Emmons was 


called before the county council this 
morning and a proposition made to 
him to remove the Rudlslll bridge over 
the St Joe river and replace It with a 
stronger one and to put the present 
structure further down the stream to 
connect Spy Run and Lakeside and he 
regarded tho proposition with such fa- 
vor that he promised to take It up at 
once with Col. J. Levering Jones, pres- 
ident of the Fort Wayne and Wabash 
Valley Traction company, and to give 
the councllmen an answer as soon as 
possible. 


Members of Lhe council think that 


the company ought to bear at least a 
third of the cost of a new structure 
and If an agreement of this kind Is 
reached the question of building a new- 
bridge In tho city limits next summer 
will havo been settled. 
The Rudislll 


bridge Is plenty strong enough for or- 
dinary traffic but too light for heavy 
traction cars. 
A new structure will 


also afford a new way to bring Inter- 
urbari cars In from the north. 


This 
afternoon the 
council had 


about determined that tho company 
ought to pay 40 per cent of tho total 
construction and made an appropria- 
tion of $20,000 which Will defray the 
county's portion of the new structure. 
This will leave a balance of $12,000 of 
the original $32,000 asked for bridge 
construction this year and that was 
set aside to pay for tho removal of the 
Rudlslll bridge down stream. 


An appropriation will likely be made 


before adjournment to provide for the 
payment of three-fifths of the cost of 
constructing a joint bridge on 
the 


Ada'ms county line. Adams county has 
made an pproprlation of $2.500 and the 
commissioners were hero in consulta- 
tion with the county council yesterday. 
The local bonrd will Insist on tho first 
offer to pay the three-fifths and if that 
Is not accepted no bridge-..will be con- 
structed. 


Tho commltte_e from the Retail Mer- 


chants' association asked the county 
council for an appropriation of $2,000 
for the erection of ornamental light 
posts about the court house square, but 
the members said a requisition would 
havo to bo presented from the board. 
The board members 'had already asked 
for $10,000 for lavatories and It had 
been appropriated and they were in 
doubt whether they would he justif-d 
In asking an additional $2,000. ' - 


Another question that entered into 


the matter was whether the appropri- 
ation would be legal if granted, as It 
had not been Included in the annual 
estimates and properly advertised. Un- 
less there Is a change of front in the 
board the money will not be asked for. 


The tax levy' was held tip pending 


the settlement of the bridge questions, 
but the councllmen stated that there 
Is no probability it will'be changed. 
There may be an Increase in the bridge 
levy, but this will be equalized by a 
reduction on the gravel road tax and 
the total will be the same as it is now.
